Workers, joined by their families, 
slepi overnight at the airport to protest 
at the management's refusal ut negoti- 


ate with them over the future of the 
shut-down national airline. 

The cabinet voted on Sunday to li- 
quidate El Al, but gave the 5.000 em- 
ployees three weeks to sign a tough 
labour agreement of principles before 
ordering the courts to settle El Al’s 
final .'ifTairs. 

Seven of the El Af workers' com- 
mittees quickly signed the package, but 
die balking of the pilot's union is 
preventing negotiations from begin- 
ning. 

Earlier some 1 00 of the workers at- 
tempted to roll a jumbo jet on to the 
main runway, but a line of policemen 
slopped them several hundred yards 
short of their deslination. 

Israel Radio reported the workers 
have vowed to stay at (lie airport day 
and night until government authorities 
agree to hear them out.

Mazra'a, Al-Hosa, Dhana, Blr Ata'ta, Blshrl, Bell Ras r aitd Mughalr In 
February, and the council of Khralbat Al-Suq and Jawa In March. 

Minister of Municipal and Rural Affairs, Hassan Al-Momani has 
lmt reeled cities to have women represented on all voter registration 
committees, and to prepare two separate lists of voters for males and 
lemalcs. Separate polling centres are ai$b to be set up for males and 
females: a decision that has drawn protests and charges of discrimina- 
tion from women In Zarqa and Jerash. 

The implementation of the new municipalities law coincides with a 
proposed new set of regulations on mayoral office, now awaiting cabinet 
approval. 

The new regulations would impose minimum education levels for 
mayors of towns in four classes according to their population. 

Mayors of towns with 30,000 or more inhabitants must have at least 
a community college education. Towns with population between 10,000 
and from the second category (o be 30,000 get secondary school gra- 
duates for mayors, and those between 3,000 and 10,000 get preparatory 
school graduates. An elementary school education Is sufficient for the 
mayor of smaller towns.

It is true that some progress has 
been made, and the need for regional 
planning is now widely accepted; hut it 
is still only a start, 

Of particular concern is the gap be- 
tween the goals of regional policies and 
plans, and the piaciical i in piemen ta- 
tiori of a region’s development. This 
formulation-implementation gap raises 
several issues which must be reviewed 
if regional planning is to guide the 
process of development effectively. 


The first issue relates to goals. There 
nre innumerable potential conflicts of 
goals which may hinder comprchen- 
sive regional development. For exam- 
ple, tliat between national and regional 
goals. I he goals of one regional study 
may also conflict with those of 
another, short-term with long-term 
goals and social and economic goals; 
they can all interact or contradict each 
other. 

Goals and general guidelines for the 
most beneficial distribution of popula- 
lion and employment on inter- and 
intra-regional levels are noticeably- 
lacking. Policies on spatial priorities at 
the national level are also absent. 
Intra-regional strategies lack a national 
framework linking them together, and 
imer-regional policies lack an urban 
focus. 

The role of a national settlement

Framework 

A third issue concerns the institu- 
tional framework for regional plan- 
ning.

Ifthe 
regional planner is to guide thu 
process, he must be aware of th* 
characteristics of these establishments 
and seek to encourage them to adopt 
and use regional policy guidelines 

Bui effective guidance will require 
some change in the existing system 
This regional reform raises questionsof 
functions, powers and boundaries 
What is the most suitable framework 
for coordinating local plans? How 
much of the administration of inter- 
regional planning can be devolved to 
the regional level? It seems that what- 
I ever the degree of regional autonomy, 
inter-regional allocation of resource* 
still requires some degree of coordi- 
nated national control.

U.S. military ‘boycotting Israel 1 


WASHINGTON (AP)-- The military 
analyst for a pro-Israel lobby in Am- 
erica said the United States military 
was boycotting Israel by excluding U 
from plans for an expanded rapid de- 
ployment force. 

The analyst, Steven J. Rosen of the 
American Israel Public Affairs Com- 
mittee, said high-ranking civilian and 
military officials in the U.S. Defence 
Department were responsible for "the 
boycott of Israel for strategic coopera- 
tion with the United States." 

A tentative U.S. agreement with Is- 
rael for "strategic cooperation" was 
suspended earlier this year amid con- 
troversy over Israel’s annexation orthe 
Golan Heights. 

Rosen [old a news conference that 
about 20 countries, Including Egypt, 
Somalia, Kenya and Zaire were being 
assigned roles in expanding the rapid 
deployment force’s area or operation. 

The force is Intended to protect the 
I Gulf oil fields and other U.S. Interests 
in (he Middle East. 


Israel has provided the United 
States with information on the perfor- 
mance of U.S. and Soviet supplied 
weapons in Middle East conflicts. For- 
mal trips by American teams were su- 
spended during heavy lighting in Le- 
banon last summer, but information 
continued to be relayed informally, 
Defence Department sources said. 

Rosen called the shunning of Israel 
"the latest (wist in a 35 -year debate’’ 
that began with a reluctance lo recog- 
nize the Jewish state on the theory that 
U.S. interests in the Arab World would 
suffer. 

Rosen, a former analyst for the 
Rand Corporation, said Israel contin- 
ues to be rebuffed even thqugh Pre- 
sident Reagan and U.S. State Depart- 
ment and National Security Council 
officials appear to favour including Is- 
rael in the force’s plan. 

Rosen said (he opposition "is 
centred in the Defence Department - 
not on military grounds but on political 
grounds."

The rising importance of arms to 
the Israeli economy can be better 
appreciated by comparing statistics 
from recent years. For example, in 
1^79, Israel’s arms exports were 
valued at only $600 million, and in 
1977 hi 285 million. Israel has ma- 
naged to double the value of its mi- 
litary exports every two years since 
the mid-1970s. This has happened 
despite the loss of two very im- 
portant customers in a single year, 
1979: Iran and Nicaragua.

Ibis accomplishment testifies to 
the extraordinary militarisation of 
the Israeli economy. While Israel’s 
exports are not as diversified as 
those of the U.S.A., Britain w 
France, they do compare with them 
m terms of techonological sophisti- 
cal ion. Tli us Israel is in a position to 
compete directly with the traditional 
great powers for arms sales. 

The major arms manufacturing 
countries customarily purchase 
weapons from only their own 
domestic suppliers. This has meant 
that Israel's market options arc 
limited to the Third World. Even 
within the Third World. Israel's 
customers are restricted to Latin 
America mid those countries of 
Africa and Asia which have 
adopted n neutral stance vis-a-vis the 
Arab-lsracli conflict. Nevertheless, 
even though Israel exports only to 
selected countries, it has succeeded 
in becoming one of the leading 
international arms exporters. 

Just as the U.S. government began 
to find Hint certain or its military 
assistance programmes were not 
acceptable due to domestic politics. 
Israel was prepared to assume the 
role the U.S. had been filling. While 
there have been some voices of 
dissent within Israel about this role, 
there has been little question within 
the establishment as to whether arms 
merchandising is an appropriate 
function for Ihc supposedly religious 
stale. There has been even less di- 
scussion of this new Israeli role 
among American political elites. 

Israel’s Latin American cus- 

tomers read like a “who’s who" of 
military dictatorships: Argentina, 
Bolivia, Chile. El Salvador, 

Guatemala. Haiti and Honduras. 
And of course, there was the So- 
moza regime in Nicaragua up to 
mid 1979.

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By the time the Somoza regime 
finally was overthrown, Israel was 
supplying 98 per cent of 
Nicaragua's totnl military imports. 
While this was a rather extreme 
case, it was by no means unique. 
Israel was, in fact, the -main supplier 
of arms to at least six other Latin 
American countries, and a principal 
supplier to three more. 

The exact nature of Israel’s ini 
litary exports have not been easy to 
specify since most of the relevant 
data is subject to light censorship. 
Obviously, sales of major pieces of 
military equipment such as aircraft 
and ships are not easily disguised, 
and often are reported in the press 
with a certhtn degree of patriotic 
favour. However, sales of small 
arms, electronic components and 
various training programmes are 
rarely reported, and are subject to 
censorship if discovered by an alert 
investigative reporter. Nevertheless, 
sufficient information is available in 
order to present some Interesting 
profiles.

SUMMARY

Israel is a principal supplier to 
lhe.se regimes as well. They include 
Bolivia, Haiti. Honduras. Panama 
and Paraguay. In addition. Latin 
American countries which are not 
particulnry repressive, but also are 
not democratic in the sense of hav- 
ing genuine competitive political 
party systems, arc regular customers 
for Israel. These include the Do- 
minican Republic, Ecuador and 
Mexico.

El Salvador 

El Salvador afforded the IAI its 
first major foreign contract in the 
early 1970s, and it has remained one 
of Israel’s best customers ever since. 
Between 1972 and 1980 Israel 
supplied 80 per cent of El 
Salvador's military imports. Only 
with the resumption of U.S. military 
assistance to El Salvador in 1980 
has the role of Israel declined 
somewhat. 

The civil war in El Salvador has 
brought lo light the quantities ol 
Israeli weapons in the country. As in 
Nicaragua under Somoza, the Uzi 
submachine gun and Galil assault 
rifle seem to be ubiquitious. El Sal- 
vador also has acquired an im- 
pressive fleet of Israeli-made aircraft 
over the years. The Arava, which 
Israel has sold widely as tactical 
transport plane, has been mentioned 
in some press accounts of fighting 
between government soldiers and 
guerrillas. It is believed that El Sal- 
vador has purchased at least 25 or 
them up through 1981. Israel also is 
estimated to have sold at least 18 
fighter-bombers and several smaller 
aircraft to El Salvador. 

El Salvador is one of the countries 
frequently mentioned as a location 


for Israeli advisers training local 
security personnel. It has been es- 
timated that about 100 Israelis may 
be in the country leaching members 
of thc military about counterin- 
surgency tactics. They are believed 
to operate out of a military base 
near the capital. 

Israel’s role in El Salvador pro- 
vides sonic insight into the triangular 
U.S.-Lalin American client regime- 
lsrael pnttern of political re- 
lationships that has developed since 
the mid-1970s. For example, in 
1981 when the Reagan adminis- 
tration was searching for devices to 
enable it to transfer more aid to El 
Salvador than the Congress was 
willing to appropriate, Israel agreed 
to “lend" the U.S. government S21 
million from funds which had al- 
ready been approved for its own use. 
This money was then transferred to 
El Salvador. Israel is scheduled lo 
be repaid during the current fiscal 
year. 

Another interesting aspect of thc 
El Salvador case highlights even 
more boldly the nature of American 
Congressional double standards. 
Some of the most articulate critics of 
the military junta in El Salvador, 
people like Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts and Re- 
presentative Stephen Solarz or New 
York, are among the most dedicated 
supporters of Israel. These men have 
been advoentes or suspending all 
U.S. military aid to E! Slavndor. 

Yet they have never criticized 
Israeli military sales to El Salvador, 
sales which are far in excess or any 
assistance provided by the U.S and 
which also are the fuel for civil strife, 
ln effect, whatever efforts are exer- 
ted in Congress to help minimise the 
bloodshed through controlling the 
supply of weapons from the U.S. are 


immediately undermined by Israel’s 
provision of the instruments of 
death. 

Thc Israeli invasion of Lebanon in 
June 1982. prompted some members 
of Congress who have been conce 
rned about El Salvador to reexamine 
support for Israel. One supporter of 
Israel, Senator Paul Tsongas of 
Massachusetts, expressed his new 
reservations thus: “one of the 

tragedies or this event is that it has 
forced people of good will, with 
long-standing commitments to hu- 
man rights, to justify what has 
happened in Beirut, and (lie con- 
tortions are painful-deaths in Le- 
banon exceeds that of El Salvador. 
And where are all the people who 
were... pounding the tables (in protest 
against the loss of human rights" in 
El Salvador? 


Guatemala 

Gautemala is another country 
with which Israel has developed 
close military tics. Between 1977 
and 1981 Israel was the sole pro- 
vider of military supplies to the mi- 
litary regime in that country. 

Guatemala is similar in many 
respects lo El Salvador. U is ruled 
by a military junta, it goes through 
thc facade of elections, its 

government is confronted by u re- 
volutionary movement and the mi- 
litary has acquired an international 
reputation ns a violator of basic 
humnn rights. Although there is 
widespread oppostion to the regime, 
thc scale of violence is somewhat 
less than the full-scale civil war 
which is in progress In El Salvador. 

The cut-off of U.S. military aid 
provided Israel the opportunity io 
become Guatemala's principal arms 
supplier. Again like El Salvador, ell 


Even the region's few function nl 
democracies-Colombia, Peru and 
Venezuda-are important markets 
for Israeli arms. Indeed, the only 
major country in Latin America 
which is not a customer for Israeli 
weapons is Brazil, a state which has 
developed an exiensive arms ma- 
nufacturing industry of its own and 
in recent years has also become an 
exporter of military supplies. 

The Israeli readiness to provide 
military goods is obviously wel- 
comed by most of the governments 
of lhe region. Obviously, since the 
perception of Israel is that of a 
very close ally of the U.S.A., inevi- 
tably Israeli provision of sophisti- 
cated weaponry is interpreted as a 
means of retaining an American 
connection with the U.S., especially 
by the military leaders of the four 
countries examined above. 

Latin American perceptions in this 
regard have been receiving powerful 
confirmation since the inauguration 
or the Reagan administration, which 
has been openly courting regimes 
such as the ones in Argentina (at 
least prior to April 1982J, Chile, El 
Salvador and Guatemala. Indeed, 
the Rengan administration has re- 
sumed several military nssisfancc 
programmes which had been su- 
spended by the Carter adminis- 
tration pending evidence that these 
regimes were not violating the basic 
rights of their citizens. 

People who advocate “rcalpolitik” 
and disdain mixing morality with 
politics might argue that Israel has 
served as a useful foreign policy tool 
for the U.S.A., because it has pro- 
vided weapons for Latin American 
clients at a time when the U.S. itseir 
was not able to do so adequately 
due to domestic politics.

THE EGYPTIAN-Israeli relations, 
which were forged through a pro- 
, raC (td and tortuous process are ra- 
pidly deieriorallng. The Egyptian 
leadership does not seem anxious at 
the moment lo patch up the grow- 
ing dispute. Instead, they arc 
sending glaring signals to the Arab 
World that they are getting fhe 
country ready to return lo the Arab 
fold and reactivate its role in the 
confrontation \yith Israel. 

A recent flurry orstatements by 
senior Egyptian military and civic 
officials has widened the division 
and caused concern in Israel. 
Egypt’s Defence Minister Abdul 
Halim Abu Ghuzalch has gone on 
record describing Israel as the main 
threat to the region, and calling for a 
pan-Arnb strategy to contain the Is- 
raeli challenge. 

Sucli a call from Egypt’s top- 
ranking military man reflects deep- 
rooied hostility not congruent with' 
ihe "spirit of pence" that is sup- 
posed to characterise relations be- 
tween two parties linked by a peace 
accord. 

Egypt's split with Israel, how- 
ever, was bound to come about at 
some stage due to Internal and ex- 
ternal factors governing the coun- 
try's policies. But it came sooner 
than expected, following the inva- 
sion of Lebanon and the massacre 
of Palestinians in West Beirut's re- 
fugee camps. 

Al the height ofthe Israeli siege 
of West Beirut, Egypt took the 
marerick view that Palestinian fig- 
hters should not withdraw until the 
Palestinian people were given 
strong guarantees about the future. 

It seems almost certain now that 
as (he policies of Menachem Be- 
gin's government continue un- 
changed, Egypt will go ahead with 
what looks to be a systematic plan 
to dissociate itself from its peace 
treaty with Israel. Such a step will 
bring Egypt back to the forefront of 
ihe Arab confrontation with Israel, 
and above all, it will readjust the 
balance of power that was severely

For the good of the world 


When the United Nations was founded it was based on 
principles which were laid down by men of vision, world 
statesmen o fa-stature seen rarely since the time when they 
led the free world to victory over the threat of Nazi domina- 
tion. They could conceive a world better ordered by the 
creation of an organisation which would act as a catalyst for 
peace. 

The one escape clause they Included was the formation of 
the Security Council, with the permanent members having 
the right of veto. This was designed to protect the Interests of 
the major powers of the time and to give these world leaders 
the right and the power to.act quickly and with determina- 
tion when peace was threatened. 

Slowly but siircly the United Nations has been eroded In 
authority and stature. The veto has become a weapon of 
self-interest and not a safeguard against abuse. The General 
Assembly, the body which contains all the countries of the 
world which happen to be members of the UN, is a power- 
less, verbose, conglomeration of blocs which plead much but 
which do Hide. 

When troubles arise (he United States and the Soviet 
Union tend to act In ways which support their own areas of 
Interest. U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar Weinberger Is at 
present stomping around South East Asia demanding that 
members of the Ascan pact Increase their military spending 



to “counter the Soviet threat.*' 

The Soviets for their part seem to have been taken aback 
by the hard line put forward by the Reagan White Hour. 
There must have been much rethinking in the Kremlin of the 
strategies used in the last decade to promote their concept of 
world communism. 

The United States has drawn a world map and stamped 
clearly the areas where It considers its interest are pan- 
mount. It would seem also to have clearly defined Its friends. 
The Soviet Union has done very much the same and neither 
appears prepared to relax the rigid line. We have not reached 
the stage of total confrontation yet, but It Is not far away. For 
the smaller nations, whose voices are heard but generally 
Ignored, It Is a time of great concern. 

U.N. Secretary General Perez de Cuellar gives the Im- 
pression of a disappointed man unable to sec what can be 
done to restore to the world body the authority It once bid, 
He sees the Security Council as the main forum for world 
peace, having a role In which It can force U.N. members toslt 
at the negotiating table. But as he said recently to start 
negotiation it Is necessary to have the agreement of all par- 
ties. 

If we are to have peace and If the U.N. Is to perform a 
proper role, the superpowers will have to demonstrate a 
willingness to think and act for the good of the world as a 
whole.

cres are in the tradition of earlier ones 
like Delr Yasin. 

Mr. Begin has once again firmly and 
with unequivocal determination slated 
that the West Bank and Gaza are part of 
“Eretz Israel"; that autonomy is for 
only the people and not the land and 
that he has no Intention or concluding 
peace on the basis or the Arab Fez 
Summit plan nor even on the basis of 
the Reagan Plan. 

The man has staled what he will not 
accept while at the the same time 
clearly delineating what he and his 
government want. How can the Arabs 
conclude peace with such, precondi- 
tions? With such a man?. 

Suppose, Just suppose, that the 
Labour bloc wins the election and Mr. 
Shimon Perez becomes the next Israeli 
premier. Will the prospects for peace 
become brighter? Although such an 
eventuality seems unlikely at the 
moment, the prospect deserves some 
serious thought on the part of the 
Arabs. It Is here that several points 
ought to be made. 

. The first point is that Mr. Perez 
himself was never a "dove". The man, 
in the best Zionist “pioneering" tradi- 
tion of Ben Gurion, Levi Eshkol or 
Golda Meir, was always known as a 
“Hawk" among hawks and it is futile to 
- expect that now,, having come of age 
politically, he will turn into a peace- 
loving dove. 

Nor will Mr. Begin and the Likud 
allow him any dovish tendencies 
should such an unlikely inclination 
somehow befall him. Jn the election 
campaign Mr. Perez will have to offer 
something that will make the Israeli 
voter .vote for him. Each will have to 
outbid the other in Iheir zealous care to 
.keep the West Blank, Including Jer- 
usalem and Gaza, it is thus that the 


already unacceptable Labour stance 
vis-a-vis the Occupied Territories - un- 
acceptable to the Arabs - will have to be 
watered-down to attract the voter 
away from the Likud. 

The second point is that should Mr. 
Perez win the election on the platform 
that he and his party already hold, 
what arc the prospects for peace.? Will 
they be any better than they are with 
Mr. Begin? That, at the moment and 
barring some massive force In that 
direction, seems unlikely. 

Who is the Arab leader who is going 
to accept the Labour peace plan that 
Insists on a "uni lied" Jerusalem, on the 
presence of Israeli military troops In 
“certain area", on a permanently de- 
militarized West Bank and Gaza In ad- 
dition to the maintenance of the exist- 
ing Israeli settlements. 

Please remember that Mr. Begin 
and his'Likud party are latecomers to 
the scene. For most of its history, Israel 
has been governed by Labour not Li- 
kud, and it was Labour and not the 
Likud (hat "unified" Jerusalem and 
commenced the settlements after 
1967. 

The prospects do not look so good. 
The picture does seem to be gloomy. 
There seems to be no way for the Arabs 
to escape the fact that they have to 
really begin to work seriously toward 
regaining their land instead of wailing 
at the mercy or the goodwill of this or 
that group or persons within or with- 
out Israel. 

In Arabic we have a saying that 
goes, “Nobody can satisfactorily 
scratch your skin like your own nail." I 
am assuming We still have nails, 
though at the moment they seem to be 
too well trimmed! 
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A true test 

Those Israelis who have nobly stood up and demanded an accounting 
from their government for its involvement in the massacre al Sabra and 
Shatila deserve commendation for their stand. The sight of hundreds or 
thousands of Israelis demonstrating again st Prime Minister Bogin's ob- 
stinate refusal to open an official inquiry into his government's actions 
has been most impressive. The resignations ofthe minister ofenergy and 
the director ofdvil administration for the West Bank also deserve recog- 
nition. And the Israeli press, which has exercised diligence In probing the 
slaughter and keeping it before the scrutiny of the public, merits special 
praise. 

It is encouraging that the outpouring of criticism within Israel Itself 
hascaused Begin to bend to the public will and open an Investigation. But 
there is a danger that the formation ofthe state judicial board of Inquiry 
will blunt public pressure on the Israeli government until such time as the 
outrage has "blown over." It is not clear how long the board, w *J lch ' ta 8 
fact-finding panel with power of subpoena but no authority to file char- 
ges. will- lake to complete its investigation. 

It remains to be seen, of course, whether Begln's promise that "noth- 
ing will be hidden" in the Investigation will be kept, and, if kept, whether . 
the government's culpability will be accurately Tellected in the final 
report ofthe Investigation. But the government's responsibility for per- 
mitting the massacre has been clearly demonstrated in the public 
statements made by Begin and Sharon. The Israeli government clearly 
anticipated a purge of Palestinians long before the conditions for the 
actual massacre were ripe. Sharon acknowledged, for example, that 
Israel's announced pretext for sending troops Into West Beirut following 
(he murder of Lebanese President-elect Bashir Gemayel was a smoke 
screen” to hide its real purpose of rooting out Palestinian fighters 
The Begin government must still answer for its actions. But it U 
gambling that by the time tho investigation Is finished, tho Immediate 
memory ofthe massacre will have faded from the public s mind. For,tha| 
reason, the pressure on the Begin government must not be permitted to 
subside. The importance oftho public outcry in Israel lies precisely in the 
' extent to which it puts the Israeli government-and future 
governmems-on notice that they will be held accountable to a vigilant 
electorate. 

The Tail ofthe Beglngovernment might induce foture governments to 
change Israel's heretofore unchecked policies orintimidation, interfer- 
ence and intervention in Lebanon and elsewhere In the region.

Lessons from, history

ALTHOUGH WE have often been told that "Those who fail to learn 
from history are condemned to repeat ii," we are not told what happens 
to those who learn the wrong lessons from history. 

in his summing up speech to the special Knesset session on August 
12, Prime Minister Menachem Begin. sharply attacked the Frepch gov- 
ernment for its stubborn support ofthe PLO. He had bean trying to figure 
out, so he to! d the Knesset, why the leaders of France , including Israel's 
friend, Francois Mitterrand, showed such solicitude for the PLO. 

Then, he said, the truth wassudderjly revealed to him: PLO stands for 
Palestine Uberatlon Organization: and France's enemy in Algeria was 
called FLN, which stood for Fropf Liberation Nationals. 

In the 1 950's, the Frepch people, with its powerful army, had been 
unable to defeat the Algerian Liberation Frpfit: yet today Israel, only 
three million strong, is succeeding in smashing its PLO enemy. Thus 
Israel, asmall nation, was succeeding Where Frapce, the great power, had 

Tailed. Ergo, France was jealous oT Israel's success, and this jealousy 

expressed itself in support for the PLO. 

It is unsettling * to think that the man on whose Judgement the fate 
of the nation depends could so thoroughly misunderstand both the 
meaning ofde Gaulle's decision tostopthe Algerian war, and the motives 
behind the policy of a friendly slate. 

The whole point of France's "surrender" to the FLN wa * that ■ 
French President recognized the futility of the attempt to perpetuate his 
country's colonial rule in North Africa. He decided lo act on that recog- 
nition by granting Independence to the Algerian people, -despite the fret 
that the territory hqd been formally annexed by France, In spite of the 
fierce internal opposition to his move, tho tossof prestige, and the human

Unfulfilled good intentions

THE EARLY Palestinian literature (1920-1948) had 
grown, as we have seen out of the very soil of Palestine, 
was inspired by the direct experience of Its people’s suffer- 
ings and had its roots in (he mature tradition of Arabic 
literature. 

Zionist literature, on the other hand, had established its 
validity on metaphysical rather than realistic grounds. Be- 
fore, their" diaspora" towards the beginning or the sixth 
century B.C., the Jews’ stay in the land had not lasted 
longer than 500 years. And on their return around filly 
years later with the help of Cyrus or Persia, they had not 
stayed In Palestine more than another five centuries, when 
their rebellion was crushed, and they were either mass- 
acred or driven out by Hadrian, the Roman Emperor 
around 120 A.D. 

In exile in Europe the Jews were forced to live in a 
mental, physical, Ideological and social ghetto away from 
the gentiles. Over the centuries the Jews and Gentiles 
developed a suspicious and spiteful attitude towards one 
another. It was indeed a tragedy of the Middle Ages that 
Christian Europe Tailed to establish a wholesome mutual 
relationship with its Jewish population. 

Such an absence of rapport juld have been redressed 
had not Zionism poured hot on on the whole buring issue. 
Out of the Jews Biblical past, Zionism revived an extremist 
ra«a narrow ideology--the ideology of "God’s chosen 
people and of the "promised land." It is unfair, however

physicians and only 1 50 medical tech- 
nicians of all kinds every year. In ex- 
planation of the correct form for the 
pyramid, he drew a diagram, showing 
one physician at the top and os the py- 
ramid widened to the base, nurses, 
pharmacists, and laboratory techni- 
cians increased in number, to form the 
proper medical team, supportive of the. 
physician. 

Bisharah says there is a serious con- 
tradiction in our society which grants 
the physician the highest academic, 
social and economic standing. While at 
the same lime substandard high school 
graduates arc shepherded into "some- 
what overnight established" health in- 
stitutes in order to form the support 
team for this physician." While arming 
him with such assistants, who arc noL 
really up to the ideal standard, society 
still expects him to provide it with opti- 
mal health care. What is more serious, 
is that most of Lhe allied health person- 
nel are being trained in institutes which 
have a severe lack of properly trained 
leaching staiT; thus obsteiricians are 
teaching midwives; orthopaedic sur- 
geons are teaching physiotherapists, 
and doctors are leaching nurses. 

Health manpower development, 
has in many cases around the Arab 
World, “put the cart before the horse", 
and created institutes before ensuring 
the availability of properly trained 
Leaching staiT. 

Dr. Bisharah has thought about the 
situation deeply and he has come up 
with several measures that could im- 
prove the present situation radically. 
The first and most basic one, he says, is 
constructive career guidance in the 
high school lo attrad higher calibre 
graduates and instill professional pride 
in the allied health spheres. For exam- 


ple lo place real value in the laboratory 
technician, the one who first detects or 
contributes towards a proper diagno- 
sis. The guidance should be allied with 
public education programmes to edu- 
cate I he general public on the value and 
importance of these professions. 

Then we must get rid of all mis- 
nomers which lower the status of the 
health professions, nursing, physioth- 
erapy etc are health professions in 
themselves and must be recognised as 
such. "Any one of these professions is 


as acutely essential! to the ovcidll 
well-being of the patient as the doctur 
or surgeon and merits the proper sta- 
tus. 

Once we have attracted potential 
students for these professions it is then 
vital that they train in institutes which 
maintain a suitable curriculum which 
is monitored regulurly for quality and 
applicability. These institutions should 
strive to associate with larger educa- 
tional institutes, within the region and 
overseas, in order to ensure the conti- 
nuing personal and professional deve- 


lopment of staff and students through 
access to research And experimenta- 
tion. Active cooperation between ex- 
isting health institutes in the Arab 
World is, of course, essential. 

All these moves towards ail up- 
grading of health workers should then 
he combined with the establishment of 
preventive medicine programmes 
which have to date been ignored. Such 
programmes arc virtually unknown at 
this time but can, mid should make a 
major contribution to the im- 
provement of the health situation. 
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An abundance of highly trained doctors but where are the nurses and technicians?

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Caring for our teeth 

Everylimc i walk past a pastry shop my mouth waters. I xvani to go in and 
get a kilo or two or this and that. When the children have money in their 
hands they head for the nearest grocers to buy candy and biscuits. And 
then there are those ice cream trucks that go (inkling by our door. 
Temptation is all around us. Wcgive in lo our sweet tooth, in ejude more 
sugar In our diets at an earlier age, not at aft like the hidy who said, "I 
never lasted chocolates until I was twelve years old.” But wc are paying 
for this wilh our teeth. 

A recent World Health Organisation (WHO) survey showed that 
tooth decay in the 1 2 to 1 5 year age group in Jordan averaged 5.5 canes 
per mouth, which is well past the 1.5 point when WHO says preventative 
action should be started. 

Teeth not only are important inour uppeuranuc because we want to 
have a nice smile hut arc needed for chewing food properly, ir teeth arc 
decayed or missing ftoni the nimilli it makes the simple act of chewing 
difficult For anyone. And if food lands in the stomach without being 
chewed the right way. then the stomach must do double work and on 
down Hie line, which siiniclinies results in indigestion. So we wain In 

take care of the teeth we do have and in help our children todolhosunie. 

The most critical age for teeth is when the permanent teeth are 
emerging at 12 to 15 years. Parents must see that children lake cure ol 
their teeth so they will hist a lifetime. One way to do this is to strengthen 
the enamel of the new teeth so they won't be susceptible to decay. 
Numerous studies in F-uropc, Canada, America and Egypt have shown 
dial flouridc helps to make the tool h enamel harder therefore less apt to 
decay. Many cities have added lion ride. I part per million, to their water 
supply and their children have grown up with half ut ninny decayed spots 
in ilicir teeth. 

Some parts of Jordan, such ns Azraq have tirtlur.il flouridc int he water 
and a study is underway to evaluate other areas. But iTwearuu t living in 
those areas there are other sources ofllouride. 'I here isa llouridc solution 
ihiit can be painted on the iiuwly emerged permanent teeth nud left there 
for live minutes lube absorbed. Ask your dentist about this on your next 
visit. 

Since the buds of the permanent teeth arc present in the jaws long 
before they appear, sometimes the dentist will prescribe flouride pills lor 
ihc young child. The llouride is taken in by the body and deposited in all 
teeth and bones, making them harder. 

Toothpastes that contain active ilouride also help when psed regu- 
larly. Another rich source ofllouride is brewed tea so we can sit down 
and have anoihcrglass on the pretext that we are helping our teeth. 

When wc have done all this strengthening of teeth it is a good idea to 
refrain from using them as nutcrackers or bottleopeners. And it does help 
to have the teeth checked periodically by your dentist before any serious 
problems arise. 

Parents might like to read "The Tooth Story" an Arabic story all about 
dental care for children written by Jordanian dentist Dr. Huda Fakjiouri. 

Countries where this type of plan has been followed are now seeing 
the benefits as people in theirsixties and sevenliesare keeping the major- 
ity of (heir teeth - a far different picture than what we usually think of for 
the aged-lhe toothless old grandfather.

Museum points up pencils

KESWICK, Fngland-Artlsts and writers have long celebrated the 
beaut t of England's Lake District, but It Is unlikely that many ever 
realised It was the birthplace of a product that aided their efforls-the 
humble "lead" pencil. 

A museum In Keswick, a small tourist town, chronicles the history of 
(he pencil Industry, which was born In Elizabethan limes and became 
mobilized during World War II to help British prisoners of war find 
iholr way out of occupied Europe. 

llic Cumberland Pencil Museum lias Introduced a new exhibit tills 
year— its second year of operation-displaying the green-painted pencils 
issued to British airmen, each with a rolled -up map and compass in Its 
hollow interior. 

Brian Greenwood, a director of the Cumberland Pencil Company. 
«ld he believes that no more than four men knew of the war effort- 
-Ukely his father, an uncle, the factory's woodworking manager and 11 
machine set ter. The War Office ordered the special pencils for all pilots 
In the bomber command and they were Included In Red Cross parcels 
sent to prisoners of war. 

"Their disadvantage was, you couldn't stop the compass rattling, " 
said Greenwood. 

Keswick's fame-or lack thereof— as a pencil producer began In the 
m!d-l 6 ih century, when deposits or volcanic graphite were discovered. 
>rmers used It for marking sheep; it was carried abroad by Flemish 
®ders and was soon In demand by Italian artists, who enclosed the 
farhon in a primitive wood holder. 

By the 1800 s, there were several factories In the area, of which 
lombcrland Pencil is the heir.

Tile concert, sponsored by the 
French Cultural Centre, replaced n 
scheduled performance by the Saque- 
boulters, a medieval brass band. 

'flic concert was not advertized but 
still managed to draw a full house, calls 
fur an encore and even n standing ova- 
tion Irani a back row of Jordanians 
who were delighted to see French mu- 
sician Marc Loopin' l inosivi nl the 
technique ol the 'ud. “Tile Mug of 
Oriental instruments ” 

In lus exploration of the 1 elation ■ 
ship between llic 'ud and the guitar, 
Mate Loupuyi clmse to play i-ljnieiivu 
gulfin', which is traditional Andalusi.ui 
guitar music, and the oriental liillri'ud) 
accompanied on the oriental drum (la- 
blah) by Alc.xundci Telioval. Between 
his pieces, he spoke about dllfercnces 
and similnrilics I'e! ween Ihe two in- 
struments and the two styles of music. 

As he explained to The Jerusalem! 
Star (he appearance of the flamenco 
guitar is outwardly similar to the class- 
ical or Spanish guitar, bill its internal 
si met urc is quite different, thus the 
tone produced by the llamcnco guitar 
is shorter, less rounded, and of a sharp, 
crisp quality. This crisp lone stood out 
clearly during his performance of

The lively, forceful and whirling spirit 
of Mr. Loopuyfs music kepi the au- 
dience on its toes and the children 
present nodding their heads and clap- 
ping their hands. 


For ‘ud music, Mr. Loopuyt chose 
five pieces that demo nsl ruled not only 
different "unules" or oriental musical 
scales, but also geographical differ- 
ences.

Maghrebi” were Moroccan pieces, 
since, as he explained, Morocco is the 
only Arab area tint reached by the Tur- 
kish invasion, and theie fine the only 
place where Arabic music is still i.iudi;

"Kurdi” showed a Mny.m (Arabic 
scale) that has an equivalent Andalu- 
sian scale demonstrated in the 
llnmcnco "St ilea." As he moved to- 
wards the region between Tunisia and 
I ihysi. in the "Shahn.i/." the Aiabi in 
the audience slatted tecoglii/iiig 
stiamMniiiesiinil.il lotliosc inotii ate.i 
and theie was an undercut tent ot 
humming and clapping 

In "Cli.iabi Moll. ill", u cm urns |h»- 
piil.it Moroccan dance with .111 elciuoui 
tU Afiu.an rhythm. Mi IHioxal’s 1.0 
fileh stined alive, find xvilli the con- 
fidence o| a high-wucaCKihfil.Mole the 
show with a brilliant yet sure rhythm, 
with the loll hand occasionally flying 
into un off-beat leal then miraculously 
fulling back into hem in yet another va- 
riation of the underlying rhythm 

Despite the lack ofthui liny hut viral 
touch of belonging to and identifying 
wilh oriental music, the two musicians 
succeeded in creating a special atmos- 
phere drawing out bravos and hniid- 
elflppiilgs for the especially well per- 
formed parts as is the tradition in 
oriental music. However, the for ntal 
setting was probably a little inhibiting 
and so the show of appreciation lu- 
ll Mined on the quiet side. 

Mr. Loopuyt told Ihe Jerusalem 
Star Hut it is no longer unusual 10 find n 
European playing oriental in- 
struments. Many Western musicians 
are turning to ihe exploration of Eas- 
tern i nst mine 11 is. Mr. Loopuyiand Mr. 
Tehovul were high school schoolmates 
and met each other again quite by 
chance in Morocco as they were stu- 
dying with the same initiator. 

Mr. Loopuyt has travel led exten- 
sively first to Spain, where lie studied 


A ndu I situ 1 music with local Andalu- 
sian singers, then crossed the straits of 
Gibraltar where he became fascinated 
by the similarities in popular music on 
both sides of the strait. He learnt 'ud 
playing in Morocco from various play- 
e.-s, but leels now that he learned many 
faults, because in Morocco the 'ud is 
banged on more than played on. It lins 
unlorluniilely. lost much ofils former 
status in Moroccan music. It is rurely 
played solo, more often in an orches- 
tra., and is not much respected. 

According to Mr. Loopuyt 'ltd mu- 
sic is now best preserved iu Turkey. It 
was (here that he louiic 1 n master ami k 
still in contact wit It him. lie now stu- 
dies whenever lie can and is trying hi;;

One spectator re- 
marked "lie plays even heller than our 
own musicians.” Well-known Jorda- 
nian 'ud player Snmi Khmiry also 
praised Mr. Loopuyt's skill but noted 
that despite Ihe excellent left hand, the 
right hand still needed more maturing, 
probably because it was more accus- 
tomed to guitar finger play and less to 
‘ud "reesh" (Teat her) play. 

After the concert the two 'ud play- 
ers came together to discuss and com- 
pare their music. Mr. Loopuyt hod not 
visited Jordan before and lie said he 
was pleasantly surprised lo find tradi- 
tional musicians of quality hero. He of- 
fered to organize a concert for Mr. 
khoury any time he decides to visit 
France.

The future is even brighter. 
The Jordan Internationa) 
Rally is hecoming an inter- 
nationally recognized event, 
on the official schedule of 
FISA (Federation Inter- 
nationale de I* Automobile) 
and generating impressive 
numbers of inquiries from 
interested European and 
Middle Eastern drivers.

South Korea aims high for Delhi Games 
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SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - With a 
401 member delegation going to the 
November 19 - December 4 Asian 
Games in New Delhi, South Korea 
hopes to be among (he top three in the 
competition for medals. 

Officials of the Korea Amateur 
Sports Association (KASA)'said Mon- 
day South Korean athletes will take 
part in all events except the equestrian 
ones, aiming for a total of 20 gold me- 
dals. 

South Korea was placed third on 
the meda! chart in the last Asian Games 
in Bangkok in 1 978. This time the goal 
is to maintain that rating or better it. 

KASA officials said South Korea's 
chances in winning the gold arc best in 
boxing, wrestling, tennis, shooting, 
archery, weightlifiing and other team 
competitions. They said prospects arc 
dimmer in swimming, gymnastics and 
track and field events. 

The South Korean delegation or 
279 athletes and 122 officials is the 
largest this country has entered in nny 
Aslan Games. The event is of special 


interest here because South Korea has 
been selected as the site for the 1986 
Asian Games and the 1988 Olympics. 
The official delegates along with other 
observers are expected to gain valuable 
experience at the New Delhi Games 
and use it lo prepare for later events 
here. 

As in the past, the New Delhi 
Games are expected to be a showcase 
for heated competition between South 
and North Korea. South Korea's 
showing in the 1978 Bangkok games 
was followed by North Korea’s toll of 
15 gold medals. 13 silver and 15 
bronze. 

This year North Korea again is ex- 
pected to provide strong challengers in 
the boxing events. 

The KASA officials said South 
Korea will enter 12 boxers, hoping for 
at least three gold medals. 

Top prospects are kirn Dong-Ktl. 
19. a university student who won the 
light welterweight title in the 1 0th Asia 
Amateur Boxing Championships in 
Seoul in July 1982 and Park Ki-Chul, 


21, a gold medalist in the first World 
J union- Amateur Championships in 
Japan in 1979. 

Officials said stiff competition also 
is expected from Chinese and North 
Korean athletes in archery and shoot- 
ing events, ivhece^outh Korea is aim- 
ing for Tour gold medals. 

They said the leading South Korean 
candidates include Kun Jjn-Ho, 21. a 
company clerk, who captured the 
1982 Asia -Oceania Archcry Cham- 
-jffbnships in Japan with 2580 points in 
women's singlesand Park Jong-Gil, 36. 
a gold medalist in the rapid fire pistol 
. event of the Asia Shooting Chanipion- 
y* ships in Seoul in 1980.
